Buffalo, (N. Y., Nov. 12.—With an 


appeal to all American working men 
to place their full and undivided 
force behind the fighting men at the 
Ifront and a stirring picture "of what 
'labor may expect if Germany,wins 
, the war. President A. A. Landon of 
.the Buffalo chamber of commerce, 
'today welcomed the American Fed- 
eration of Labor at tbe opening of 
Its conventionjbere. 
A former-labor-leader 
himself, 


who has seen first-hand in Europe 
-how troops In the field gave their 
live sand blood for naught when 
workers at home engage in disputes 
instead of putting all their energy 
into keeping the fighting men sup- 
plied, Mr, Landon appealed to all 
"labor to sink everything in a ter- 
.tnendous effort to do its part to win 
the war. 
"President Wilson," declared Mr. 


Landon, "has said we are fighting 
'a war to rdemocracy. We are not 
,pnly fighting a war for democracy 
iut a war for industrial freedom and 
"self-protection, a war to conserve 
that which we now have: 
"A victory for Germany would 


mean< slavery for the American peo- 
ple for generations to come, and the 
'people who work will be the greatest 
sufferers. 
"I spent the summer of 1915 and 


1916 in France and Italy doing what 
I could in helping them in their ef- 
forts to increase the efficiency of 
their industries so that they could 
hold back the German army and 
possibly defeat them. In 1915* Eng- 
land was in a very sad way. 
"I was in England when the 


•.hey weal in a full regiment of 2400 
men and^ came out with less than 
150 men and eight officers, and 
most of them wounded. I was talk- 
ing to a young Canadian officer 
from Montreal, who used to be a 
salesman, and therefore a' worked in 
civil life, and he told me that they 
had run out of ammunition, that the 
artillery had run out of shells and 
that they had to crawl out on their 
bellies, leaving approximately 2300 
men 
behind—dead 
and 
missing. 


They even bad to witness one of their 
officers "crucified before their very 


"And what was happening in Eng- 


land? 
A large shipment of muni- 


tions that I was assisting on was 
completed and ready t oship and 
could have been Used and should 
have been used in this very battle— 
upwards of 300,000 pieces of muni- 
tions entirely completed—with the 
exception ot a small firing pin. I 
was told 'that they could not be de- 
livered In less than three weeks for 
the reason that the workmen were 
taking their usual summer's holiday. 
Think of that! 
While their own 
brothers and sons and relatives were 
undergoing the hardships and tor- 
tures of hell and the very nation was 
In danger. 


"And now we are in this war and 
this convention is going to give the 
answer, so far as you are concerned, 
to .the American people, and to our 


< allies, .and last, but not least, to the 
emperor of Germany. And I want to 
•ar to TOO that so far as we have 
gone, the answer is on the side of 
Germany. We are still washing our 
dirty linen and we have not as yet 
settled 4own to a realisation of our 
condition, The German propaganda 
Is a broad oae In the land and may 
be numbered -among your delegates. 
And whr not? They are in the house 
of parliament of England. 
They 


.were In the dutna of Russia. They 
were In the chamber of deputies of 
Italy; they were In "the chamber of 
deputies In France. 
They had 


Greece by the throat and if such Is 
th ecase, why should they not be -'n 
our own legislative bodies—nation- 
al, stats and municipal? 
And If 
there, I repeat: why not here; and If 
fcere. how are we golcg to know 
him? 
He wont* tell us. 
We can 
only Judge by his actions, and how 
fee approaches this great problem of 
winning the war.

"It matter* not what a man 
claims as a reason for justifying the 
retarding or holding back or our 
war activities. 
We must stand on 
tesnlte or any man or any body of 
men who asrame to get hi the way 
of result* of whining this war for 
democracy, conservation, and hu- 
linmanlty.

Further defections to the Bolsheviki 
From the army and garrisons and Pe- 
trograd and Moscow appear to have 
been the only large citizens affected 
by the uprising of the followers of 
Lenine. Loyalist troops control the 
chief wireless station, one report 
from which says that the overthrow 
of the revolt is "only a matter of 
days or hours." This is borne out in, 
part by the lack of timely advices, 
from the Bolsheviki headquarters in 
Petrograd. 


The radical element In Finland 


has seized the' opportunity to at- 
tempt to set up a separate movement. 
Governor General Nekrasoff has been 
dismissed and his place taken by a 
sailor, and a state of war has been 
proclaimed. The Finnish diet has 
voted to give supreme power to the 
province to a state directorate. 


Italian 
resistance 
is stiffening 


along the Piave line and in the Su- 
gana valley, the Ausfra-German prog- 
ress is slowing up. 
The invaders 


have not been able 
to cross the 


Piave from around Feltre to the Ad- 
riatic. The Vidor bridgehead, on the 
eastern bank of the river was de- 
fended stubbornly by the Italians 
who finally retired across the river 
after blowing up the bridge. 


Violent fighting 
is in progress 


around Aslago and the Settl Com- 
mnnle to the west 
Berlin reports 
some progress on the Sett! Commnnie 
and In the Sugana valley but against 
strong Italian defense. East ot Asi- 
ago, the Italians In a desperate 
charge were able to. capture positions 
from the invaders and Jin the Sngana 
valley near the Austro-Itallan border 
they captured an enemy advance 
guard. 


The permanence of the Piave line 
depends mostly on the success or 
failure o fthe Austro-German blow 
in the Asiago region, military observ- 
ers think. 
It the Invaders can be 


held in the north the Treviso hills 
along the middle of Piave will help 
the Italians in checking an advance 
across the river. Further Austro- 
German advances from the 
north 


might make the Piave line untenable 
and Venice and Teviso probably 
would have to be given up to the 
enemy with a farther 
retirement 
either to the Brenta or the Adige 
However, the Italians are 
fighting 


hard an dthe German progress Satur- 
day and Sunda yapparently was ap- 
preciably slow. In France there has 
been little fighting activity of mo- 
ment. The Germans have failed to 
counter attack in an attempt to re- 
gam the Passchendaele ridge tha cap- 
ture 6f which has bee ncompleted bv 
the British. In Palestine the British 
advance continues. 
More villages 


and additional prisoners have been 
lost by the Turks.

PACIFISTS AND

War Cannot Be Won Unless All Factions

Auditorium, Buffalo. 
Nov. 12.— 


President Wilson made a personal 
and eloquent appeal here today'tor 
the full support of organized labor 
for the government in the conduct 
of the war. Speaking before the an- 
nual convential of 
the 
American 


Federation of Labor he declared the 
war could not be won unless al Ifac- 
tions unite in a common cause, sink- 
ing their differences. 


The President paid warm tribute 
to Samuel Gompers, president of the 
federation and virtually called upon 
the federation to give him united 
support. He denounced pacifists and 
critics. 
He appealed for co-opera- 
tion.

The creation of new Instrumental 


itles'for better co-operation between 
labor and capital was one suggestion 
by tbe president which was of prime 
Interest to the delegates to the con- 
vention. 


The President alluded to the pres- 
ent war as "the last decisive issue 
between the old principles of power 
and the new principle of freedom." 


"I believe." he said, "that the spir- 


it of freedom can get into tbe hearts. 
of Germans and find as fine a we!-' 
come there as It can find in any oth- 
er hearts. But the spirit of freedom 
does not suit the plans of the pan- 
Germans. 
Power cannot be used 


with concentrated force against free 
peoples if it is used by free people. 


"You know," he continued, "how 


many intimations come to us from 
one of the central powers that it is 
more anxious for peace 
than 
the 


chief central power, and you know 
that it means that the people in 
that central power know that if the 
war ends as it stands .they will in 
effect themselves be vassals of Ger- 
many, notwithstanding 
that their 


populations are compounded of all 
the people of that part of the world, 
and notwithstanding the fact 
that 
they do not wish In their pride and 
proper spirit of nationality to be ab- 
sorbed and dominated." 


Referring in another part of his 


speech to Russia, the president said: 


"May 
I not say it is amaslng to 


me that any group of people should 
be so Ill-Informed as to suppose, as 
some groups In Russia apparently 
suppose, that any reform planned in 
the Interest of tha people can live In 
the presence of a Germany powerful 
enough'to undermine or overthrow 
them by Intigue or force, any body 
of free man that compound with the 
German government compounds for 
its own destruction." 


Taking up the labor question in 


the United States, the president said: 


"If we are true friends of freedom 


we will sea that power and produc- 
tivity of the country shall be kept 
at maximum. 
Nobody shall! be al- 


lowed to stand In the way. The gov- 
ernment will not kee pthem from do- 
ing this bat the spirit of the Ameri- 
can people will. 


"We must stand together 
night 


and day until the war is over." said 
the president, adding that "while wa 
are fighting for freedom we must 
ensure the freedom of labor." 


"Nobody has the right." said the 


president, "to stop the processes ot 
labor until all methods of concilia- 
tion has been exhausted. And I do 
not speak to you alone. I have found 
labor in many instances more reas- 
onable than the other side." 


The president appealed for co-op- 
eration. 
He said that he "would 


like to see all the critics exported." 
He said "we must get down to busi- 
ness an dever yone mast do the right 
thing." 


"Never show ourselves Americans 


by going off in separate groups, to 
Calk by ourselves, but by co-operat- 
ing in a common enterprise which Is 
to release the spirit of the world 
from bondage," he declared. 


The president denounced organiza- 


tions which he said are trying to 
destroy the law, but in every case, 
he said, they should be dealt Justice.

Italian Headquarters in Northern 


Italy. Sunday. Nov. 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press)—The enemy's oper- 
ations on the north and east in an 
attempt at encirclement of the Ital- 
ians have not succeeded. The men- 
ace on the Italian left wing also is 
virtually past. 
<• 


The concentration of the Italian 


army along the newly-chosen line of 
defense is now virtually an accom- 
plished fact. The troops have taken 
up their positions in trenches, the 
gun emplacements have been made 
ready and the whole vast organiza- 
tion is preparing for the battle that 
is not so far off. The men are in 
good spirits, and a feeling: or deter- 
mination prevails in all ranks. 


Retirement of that part of the 


Italian force in the Carnic district 
of northern Ventia has shortened the 
Italian main front, which now pre- 
sents a compact line extending about 
20 miles along the new river de- 
fenses to the sea. 


The allies are represented on the 


new front by some British batteries 
from the Carso. The presence of al- 
lied forces is regarded as of the high- 
est importance for its moral effect 
on the Italian troops, which thus 
far have borne the entire shock, as 
well as for its purely military value. 
Engalnd's announcement that she 
will continue to send reinforcements 
without delay and spare no effort 
to prevent a further invasion of Italy 
arouses t,he keenest satisfaction and 
enthusiasm here. The visit of Gen- 
eral Wilson, sub-chief of the British 
staff, also irispired renewed confi- 
dence as to the intentions of the 
allies. 


It ~may now be stated that the 


present line of defense is the only 
first-line which the supreme eom- 
man dhas ever considered seriously. 
The Tagliamento and Livenza lines 
were designed merely to block the 
progress of the enemy up to the pres- 
ent 
defenses. 
The correspondent 


received this information authorita- 
tively, 10 days ago. but was then un- 
able to divulge the location of the 
line, for reasons dictated by military 
necessity. 


Yesterday's report from General 


Diaz, the new commander, stated 
that Italian rearguards crossed the 
Piave river near Suzegana, after de- 
stro?7ing the bridges.

Piave is the first important stream 
capable of interposing. a strong tac- 
tical position.

which are advantageous in giving I 
high advanced wooded points in the 
flat country.

Since war was declared on Germany 


last April, congress has appropriated 
more than-$7.000,000,000 for the army 
and $1.005,000.000 for the navy. This In- 
cludes the enormous appropriation In 
the recently enacted $8.000,000,000 
urgent deficiency bill. It does not, 
however, include more than $2,000,000,- 
000 of contracts which the army and 
navy have been authorized to negoti- 
ate, but for which no cash has yet 
been made available. By the time con- 
gress re-convenes In December. Sev- 
eral billions more will be needed, al- 
though authorities believe that with 
the Initial expenses met, the war's cost 
in dollars and cents will not be quite 
so tremendous. 


Last April congress passed the army 


appropriation bill carrying $273,000,* 
000. At about the same time It 
passed the naval appropriation bill 
carrying $517,000,000. In June, after 
the unprecedented money needs of the 
war began >to be foreseen, congress 
passed a deficiency bill, giving the 
nrmy $2.315,000,000, and the navy 
$514,000,000. In the Urgent deficiency 
bill just passed, the army is allowed 
$4,352,000,000 and the navy $573,000,- 
000. 


In the last deficiency bill a single 


Item of more than $2,000,000,000 WTJB 
provided for the purchase of ord- 
nance and ordnance stores. This Is 
an Illustration of the gigantic scale 
upon which the United States Is going 
into the war. The measure provides 
for building, construction of works of 
a semipermanent character in France 
so as to prepare for years of warfare 
if necessary. 


Congress has voted fill these enor- 


mous amounts without a protest or 
a dissenting voice. 
Not even a roll 


call has been required for the final 
passage of the big money bills. Mem- 
bers, including even the pacifists, want 
the American soldiers to be the best 
conditioned fighting men in the world, 
and it is realized that one of the surest 
guarantees of minimum casualty lists 
Is money sufficient to equip* the troops 
for every emergency.

RATS MARCH LIKE SOLDIERS 


Rodents Have Little Difficulty in Find- 


Ing Supply of Food, and Adapt 


I 
Themselves to Conditions. 


The ready adaptability of rats to 


their surroundings Is on£ of the quali- 
ties which has enabled them to con- 
quer the world, Bk W. Nelson writes 
In the National Geographic Magazine. 
On the approach of warm weather 
In summer, large numbers of them 
leave buildings and,resort to fields on 
farms or to the outskirts of the towns, 
where the growing vegetation, particu- 
larly cultivated plants, affords them 
an abundant supply until the approach 
of winter. At the beginning of cold 
weather they return again to the shel- 
ter of buildings, where they find the 
harvested crops ready for their con- 
sumption. 


When the food supply suddenly de- 


crease^ following q, period of plenty j 
during which the rats have greatly 
Increased In numbers, a migratory im- 
pulse appears to affect the entire rat 
population over large areas and a 
general migration takes place. 
At 


such times the rats are extraordinarily 
bold, swimming tfvfas without hesita- 
tion, and surmounting all other natu- 
ral obstacles. The»st Invasion of Eu- 
rope; when rats swam the Volga, was 
an Instance of tttiiT'klnd. 
Experi- 


ments by the United States public 
health service have shown that when 
released in the water-of a harbor rats 
may swim ashore for a distance of 
1.500 yards.

RED CROSS CARES FOR 
_ HQMEtfSSIN FRANCE 


Takes Up Task of Providing for 


850,000 OW Men, Women 


and Children. 


The Germans are sending bade Into 


Branca by thousands the women, the 
ittle children and the old men who 
have been held In., the captured prov- 
nces, and OB the 4-^erican Red Cross 
has fallen the task of caring for them 
—850,000 homeless ones to date, and 
more coming every day. 


"Two trains of French rapatries con- 


taining 1,000 people, 60 per cent of 
whom are women and children, arrive 
daily at Evian homeless, sick, terror* 
ized after three years .of captivity,* ca- 
bles Maj. Gen. GragrBon U. P. Murphy, 
Bed Cross commissioner for France. 


"The children.are'In very poor con- 


dition, many suffering from tubercu- 
losis, skin and infectious diseases. 


"The American Red Cross Is open- 


ing a dispensary at Evian, and an 
acute hospital of 30 beds for the sick- 
est'of the children. A convalescent 
hospital of 120 beds at Thonon near 
Evian is being taken over by the Red = 
Cross and plans are being made for sa 
a hospital of 250 beds at St. Joseph =s 
du Lac, near Evian." 
= 


For the care of these "rapatries" as 


the Red Cross has formed a bureau ass 
of refuge and home relief, and Ed- aa 
ward T. Devine, professor of social sas
